Whereever you live, Civil De- 
fense agencies will know existing 
conditions in every part of the 
State—not only at the time of the 


initial attack, but throughout the 
emergency period. 

It is important to know how 
different materials vary in their 
ability to keep out radiation, be- 
cause it permit about 99% of it 
to pass through. Wooden walls 
18 8 typical home give about thir- 
ty-five percent protection. Brick 
walls in the average house give 
about 50% protection. Concrete 
walls 24 inches thick or dirt 
walls 36 inches thick gives  al- 
most one hundred percent protec- 
tion from these lethal particles. 

Most of the radiation which 
hits the thick walls of a shelter 
can't go through. Neither can it 
go around a corner, For thie ren. 
son, the entrance to a shelter 
should have a short corridor with 
right angle turn. Radiation tetfds 
to travel in a straight line, with 
limited scattering effect. If radio- 
active fallout is filtered from the 
air or can't enter an area due to 
protecting walls, the air you then 
come in contact with is safe to 
breathe. 

The size of your shelter area 
wil depend upon the number 
to- be housed, but about 10 square 
feet per person should be ade- 
cuate. If your shelter,is outside, 
either above or below ground, you 
will need air-intakes through 
which filtered air can come. In- 
struction booklets for building 
your own shelter are available 
and easy to understand.

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CHANGES IN FOOD 
PATTERNS CAUSED | 
BY WORKING WIVES 


STATE COLLEGE, Misg.—Wives 
working outside the home have 
brought about many changes in 
family food habits, according to 
Dorothy Dickens, Head of the Ex- 
periment Station Home Econom- 
ics Department. A study of 540 
urban and rural families in Mis- 
sissippi shows some of the effects 
of the wife's employment on the 
choice and use of food. . 

Dr. Dickens found the main 
meal has shifted from noon to 
evening. Husbands assist more in 
food preparation. There is less 
baking and less home production, 
More. meals are being purchased 
in lunchrooms or cafes. Some im- 
plications in these changes, as 
seen by Dr. Dickens, follow: 

“Producers and processors can 
zain in three ways from changes 
brought on by more homemakers 
Saving gainful work away from 
home: (1) From increases in ur- 
ban white population of the state, 
which group uses a greater vari- 
ety of purchased foods and more 
orocessed foods; (2) From less 
»roduction for family consump- 
tion on the part of rural families 
in which the wife is gainfully em- 
ployed; (3) From an increased mar- 
ket for food from institutions 
such as cafes. restaurants and 
lunchrooms. 

“It would seem important that 
producers and processors plan 
and work to provide foods in kinds 
and amounts needed not only for 
the changing family but also for 
lunchrooms, restaurants and cafes.”
